Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 

We  beg  to  submit  our  annual  report  for  the  year  1945. 

As  in  previous  years  this  report  is  an  interim  one  and  is  confined 
to  the  essential  and  urgent  matters  as  recommended  in  the  Ministry 
of  Health  Circular  10/44  of  the  15th  February,  1944.  The  Ministry 
of  Health,  in  their  Circular  49/45  of  March,  1945,  removed  certain 
war-time  restrictions,  and  we  have  therefore  been  able  to  re-insert 
population  figures  and  mention  any  important  developments  such 
as  extensions  of  water  supply  or  sewage  works. 

Full  records  are  being  preserved  so  that  it  will  be  possible  to 
issue  a  fuller  report  if  required. 

In  Circular  28/46  of  February  1946,  the  Ministry  has  again 
asked  for  information  on  water  supplies,  particularly  with  regard 
to  the  percentage  of  population  on  mains.  The  information  is 
substantially  the  same  as  given  in  the  1944  report,  but  where  any 
extensions  or  important  plans  have  been  made  in  addition  to  those 
previously  given,  they  are  mentioned  under  the  individual  districts. 

1945  has  been  exceptionally  free  from  infectious  disease.  A 
moderately  severe  outbreak  of  Infantile  Paralysis  in  a  school  put 
the  figures  up  under  this  heading  however,  and  there  were  five 
times  the  number  of  Measles  cases. 

The  Tuberculosis  incidence  was  approximately  the  same  as  last 
year,  the  incidence  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  again  occurring,  as 
is  usual,  chiefly  in  the  age  group  20  to  30,  while  non-respiratory 
affected  chiefly  the  ages  of  1  to  10. 

The  figures  for  Tuberculosis  are  too  small  for  comparisons  be¬ 
tween  the  different  districts  to  have  any  statistical  significance.  The 
average  incidence  of  fresh  cases  was  1.5  per  1000  of  the  population 
and  this  may  be  compared  with  the  figure  of  1.4  for  the  whole 
country  before  the  war.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

WATER : 

The  northern  and  central  areas  comprising  18  Parishes  continue 
to  be  served  by  the  Oxford  City  Water  Undertaking. 

115  new  connections  to  premises  were  made  during  the  year, 
making  a  total  of  3,121  premises  connected  to  the  main  supply. 
There  are  no  public  standpipes  on  this  scheme. 

The  Parishes  of  Sutton  Courtenay,  Milton,  Drayton  and  Steventon 
are  served  by  a  borehole  at  Sutton  Courtenay,  the  water  being 
treated  by  a  cloramine  process  before  distribution  to  the  mains. 
Some  difficulty  was  again  experienced  in  maintaining  an  adequate 
supply  in  these  Parishes  during  the  summer  months  and  it  is  ex¬ 
pected  this  difficulty  will  become  greater  owing  to  the  number  of 
farm  premises  requiring  supply. 

SEWERAGE : 

Proposed  main  drainage  schemes  in  the  following  areas  continue 
to  receive  consideration  by  the  Council : 

Scheme  No.  1  to  include  Wootton  Road,  Wootton,  Sunningwell 
and  Lashford  Lane;  S’cheme  No.  2,  Cumnor  Village;  and  Scheme 
No.  3,  Drayton,  Milton,  Steventon  and  Sutton  Courtenay.

Measles  was  fairly  prevalent,  most  of  the  cases  occurring  in  the 
early  part  of  the  year. 

38  of  the  Dysentery  cases  (which  were  all  of  the  Sonne  type) 
occurred  at  Radley  College. 

All  three  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  in  unimmunised  persons. 

The  Malaria  in  all  cases  was  contracted  abroad.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

WATER : 

No  serious  shortage  occurred  during  the  year  and  all  samples  were 
satisfactory,  very  few  extensions  to  mains  were  made.  A  map  has 
been  made,  in  consultation  with  the  various  Water  Companies, 
showing  a  programme  of  future  water  extensions  and  this  has  been 
circulated  to  all  members  of  the  Council  for  their  observations. 

SEWERAGE  EXTENSIONS  : 

Yattendon  :  Provision  of  new  humus  tank  and  improvement  to 
the  sub-irrigation  drains  commenced  in  the  Autumn  of  1945. 

Cost  of  work  £390. 

Post  War  Programme.  The  consulting  Engineer  got  out  an 
extensive  report  in  April  on  the  whole  problem  of  future  sewers  in 
the  District,  and  plans  for  Council  house  sites  have  been  submitted 
to  the  Ministry. 

MILK  AND  DAIRIES  ORDER : 

Tests  for  Tubercle  Baccilus  : 

12  samples  were  taken  during  the  year,  11  were  negative  and  1 
positive.

WATER : 

Speaking  generally  the  water  supply  throughout  the  district  can¬ 
not  be  regarded  as  satisfactory  either  in  quantity  or  quality. 

Over  a  large  proportion  of  the  area  the  only  supplies  comprise 
shallow  surface  wells,  and  the  quantity  of  the  water  is  to  a  great 
extent  dependant  upon  rainfall.  The  quality  is  questionable  as 
few  wells  are  protected  against  surface  pollution. 

The  areas  where  piped  supplies  exist  are  more  fortunate,  and  the 
supplies  maintained  are,  on  the  whole,  satisfactory. 

The  Uffington  and  Baulking  supply  at  one  time  became  unsatis¬ 
factory,  but  after  the  catchment  area  had  been  cleaned  provided 
Grade  I  samples. 

Particulars  of  houses  supplied  by  mains  are  as  follows :  780 
houses  are  supplied  direct  and  555  by  Standpipes  serving  popu¬ 
lations  of  2,525  and  2,440  respectively.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

WATER : 

The  supply  to  the  whole  district  has  been  satisfactory  in  quantity 
and  quality.  The  position  with  regard  to  houses  on  mains  and  with 
standpipes  remains  the  same  as  last  year,  and  there  continues  to 
be  a  serious  need  of  mains  water  to  some  of  the  farms.  Inkpen 
school  still  has  to  rely  on  the  carting  of  water  by  a  farmer. 

SEWERAGE : 

The  schemes  for  Lambourn  and  Kintbury  have  been  slowly  pro¬ 
gressing,  and  in  connection  with  the  Lambourn  Scheme  the  parishes 
of  East  Garston,  West  and  East  Shefford  have  now  been  included 
in  the  draft  scheme  for  this  area. 

DISINFESTATION : 

Bed  Bugs :  One  cottage  was  found  to  be  infested,  and  after 
thorough  treatment  with  Zaldecide  was  found  to  be  free. 

HOUSING : 

Up  to  date  (July  1946)  1,580  houses  have  been  inspected  and 
categorised  under  the  Hobhouse  report.  Of  these,  six  per  cent,  have 
been  found  to  be  unfit  for  inhabitation  and  beyond  reasonable 
repair. 

MILK: 

There  are  61  milk  producers  on  the  register.  Several  new  milk¬ 
ing  parlours  and  cowsheds  have  been  set  up  or  commenced  to 
bring  work  to  a  better  standard,  and  constant  visits  of  inspection 
have  been  paid. 

Great  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  getting  the  milk  clean  at 
one  farm  and  it  is  now  hoped  that  concreting  the  yard  will  at  last 
improve  matters.

WATER : 

There  was  no  shortage  of  water  during  the  year  though  at  one 
period  the  demand  almost  exceeded  the  supply,  it  was  not  however 
necessary  to  put  any  restrictions  into  operation.  All  water  is  chlor¬ 
inated  and  analysis  proved  satisfactory. 

MILK: 

The  number  of  Cowkeepers  on  the  register  is  six,  three  of  whom 
have  “  special  designation  ”  licences.  The  Ministry  have  not  yet 
issued  the  order  requiring  the  scheme  for  heat  treatment  to  be  put 
into  operation.  There  is  one  large  pasteurising  plant  in  the  town 
and  analysis  of  34  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  were  made.  The 
phosphatase  test  is  now  regarded  by  the  Ministry  as  the  standard 
one  and  this  gave  satisfactory  results  with  all  samples. 

“  Safety  ”  of  Milk  :  Milk  can  be  regarded  as  bacteriologically 

safe  ”  if  it  comes  into  either  of  two  categories  namely  Tuberculin 
tested  and  Heat  treated. 

About  10  to  15%  of  the  milk  drunk  in  the  Borough  is  Tuber¬ 
culin  tested  (for  the  whole  country  it  is  approximately  10%). 

Of  the  ordinary  or  Non-T.T.  milk  supplied,  60  to  75%  is  heat 
treated. 

We  must  therefore  say  that  possibly  a  third  of  the  milk  drunk 
in  the  Borough  cannot  be  regarded  as  bacteriologically  “  Safe.” 

INFESTATION : 

Four  Council  and  five  privately  owned  houses  were  found  to  be 
infested  with  bugs.  All  the  houses  were  fumigated  with  Zaldeciae 
and  there  have  been  no  complaints  of  reinfestation.

Births  in  the  Borough  showed  a  decline  of  30%  on  the  previous 
year.

The  Register  of  Illegitimate  children  has  been  kept,  a  quarterly 
report  being  submitted  to  the  M.  &  C.  W.  Committee.  This  wont 
is  regarded  as  of  the  greatest  importance,  for  in  spite  of  continuous 
supervision  by  the  Probation  Officer  and  the  Health  Visitor,  the 
movements  of  mothers  and  children  are  often  difficult  to  keep  track 
of  and  much  work  is  entailed. 

The  Home  Help  Scheme  was  operating  satisfactorily  for  the  3rd 
year,  approximately  20  cases  were  attended. 

The  average  daily  attendance  at  the  Victoria  Park  Nursery  was 
60  to  70.  The  capacity  is  for  80  children. 

A  Ministry  of  Health  investigation  was  made  this  year  into  the 
incidence  of  infectious  diseases  among  children  attending  daily 
nurseries  as  compared  with  that  among  children  not  attending. 
Our  nursery  gave  information  for  this  investigation  which  showed 
that  attendance  at  a  nursery  does  not  tend  to  spread  disease.

WATER  SUPPLY  : 

The  number  of  premises  on  mains  and  the  number  served  by 
standpipes  remains  the  same  as  last  year. 

The  shortage  of  water  experienced  in  1944  at  Boxford,  Welford 
and  Winterborne  was  less  this  year.  Newbury  Borough  has  sub¬ 
mitted  estimates  for  supplying  these  areas,  and  plans  have  been 
sent  for  consideration  to  the  County  Council. 

A  large  area  on  both  sides  of  the  Stockcross-Welford  road  will 
eventually  be  supplied  from  a  200,000  gallon  reservoir  on  the  ridge. 

SEWERAGE : 

11  additional  connections  were  made  to  the  West  Thatcham  system 
making  a  total  of  225  premises  now  connected. 

At  Stockcross  15  houses  were  connected  so  that  now  the  whole 
village  is  on  the  main  drains. 

At  Woolhampton  a  comprehensive  scheme  is  being  planned  while 
the  Cold  Ash— Ashmore  Green  scheme  has  been  submitted  to  the 
Ministry. 

Following  the  fatal  accident  in  the  Donnington  sewers  the  Minis¬ 
try’s  engineer  visited,  and  suggested  certain  repairs  to  the  Ejector 
Chamber.  These  are  nearing  completion,  though  owing  to  the 
obsolescense  of  the  plant  delivery  of  parts  has  been  greatly  delayed. 

HOUSING : 

997  houses  have  been  inspected  under  the  Hobhouse  Report  in 
7  of  the  15  parishes,  and  have  been  placed  in  the  categories  laid 
down  in  the  Ministry  of  Health  circular  64/44. 

It  was  found  that  6  per  cent,  are  unfit  for  habitation  and  beyond 
reasonable  repair,  while  approximately  50  per  cent,  require  exten¬ 
sive  reconditioning  to  bring  them  up  to  modern  standards.

No  new  sources  of  supply  and  no  new  extensions  to  the  mains 
were  provided  during  the  year. 

No  shortage  of  supplies  was  experienced. 

Chlorination  of  the  public  supplies  is  carried  out  at  the  water¬ 
works,  and  samples  were  found  to  be  Class  1. 

All  premises  mentioned  in  last  years  report  as  having  a  private 
supply  found  to  be  contaminated,  have  now  been  connected  to  the 
public  supply. 

8  premises  only  have  private  supplies,  analyses  from  these  having 
been  found  satisfactory. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE : 

No  extensions,  additions  or  alterations  have  been  made  during 
the  year.  Permission  has  been  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Health 
to  proceed  with  the  new  sewage  disposal  works  and  mains  extensions 
and  the  Engineers  have  been  instructed  to  proceed  with  the  pre¬ 
paration  of  plans,  etc.,  and  to  invite  tenders.

WATER  : 

No  serious  shortage  of  water  either  from  public  or  private  sources 
was  reported  during  the  year. 

61  samples  were  taken  from  the  public  supplies  and  57  were 
found  to  be  satisfactory.  In  the  other  four  instances  contamination 
was  slight  and  measures  were  taken  to  remedy  this  contamination 
by  stepping  up  the  chlorination. 

1,440  dwelling  houses  are  connected  to  the  mains  supply  serving 
an  estimated  population  of  7,510.  The  number  of  dwelling  houses 
supplied  by  stand  pipes  is  53,  serving  an  estimated  population  of 
212. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE : 

No  changes  were  made  in  these  services  during  the  year.
